What Study Shows

is needed, refer to history. Going 
back to 1919, I find thats a boom 
in building was cut off by a spec- 
tacular rise in construction costs. 
Then in 1921 costs dropped rapid- 
ly with building reviving sharply. 
Again in late 1922 costs started 
upward 
and

failed to gain further headway. 
Then, during the big boom which 
got underway in 1924, building 
costs remained steady while con-

level in our history. Declining or 
steady building costs aid construc- 
tion.
